The United Canal and Rallroad Compa-
niles of New Jersey—Meeting of Stooks
holders and Eleoction of OfMicers,
Trenron, N, J., May 10.—The largest,

most exciting, and, in many respects, the
most im?ortunt meoting of the stockholders
of the United Canal and Railroad Companies
of New Jersey that ever took place occurred
yesterday afternoon at the new, commodi-
ons, aud very bandsome building erected by
the joint companies on Clinton street, near
the depot, at Trenton, New Jersay,

The meeting was orgauized at 12 o'clock by
General Robert F. Stockton, who first pro-
posed Mr. Bingham, of Camden, ss President
of the mecting. That gentleman declining
to act, General John 8. Irick, of Vincentown,
Burlington county, N. J., was proposed, and
be was sccordingly elected President. Lewis
Elkin, Esq., of Philadelphia, was elected as
Secretary; Josiah Wallace, Esq., as Judge of
Election; and Henry L. Gaw and Heary D,
Jobnson were selected as tellers.

The abeve organization was effected to
condnet the election of directors of the Dela-
ware and Raritan Canal Cowmpany, and they
met in the front second story room of the
bunilding. In the rear and adjoining room
the Camden and Amboy Railroad election
took place, and the following organization was
effeoted:—Fresident, G. W. Stout; Secretary,
8, J. Bayard; Judge of Eleotion, Charles
Towlinson; Tellers, Wm. Vandergrift and
Samuel Lilly.

Oonsiderable confusion took place at the start
to get in votes, when, on motion of Mr. W,
Jackson, lines were formed, and the stook-
holders deposited their votes by tara, A
largenumber of proxy votes were taken, and
some of the stockholders in voting repre-
sented 2000 shares and over. The voting
took abont three hours, and at the conclusion
the tellers and judges of election retired to
count the votes, and in due course of time
they reported the successful candidates as

PARISIAN HCONOMY.,

No doubt there have bean of late some very
sfrange things utilized in Paris, The news-
papers bave given hints encugh of the experi-
mentel diet of those from whom ewmanated
the snying, Il faut manger; but a short time
since a very singular trade had spruog up,
for there the lower classes have not the same
objection to use refuse food that our own
bave. Bome years ago an old seldier named
Pere Chapellier, who for some time followed
the profession of a rasageur, vne of those
odd beings who still in that city rake about
the central gatter of its back streats with a
hooked stick and a lantern, perceived in the
course of his business that when the o%ifon-
niers  came in  with  what they
bad ocollected, they always bad a
great quantity of pieces of atale bread, which
they could not dispose of. Perceiving this,
and kpnowing that a vast quantity of bread-
crumbs are used by the cooks and the Paris-
inns generally, he determined to establish
himself as a regular preparer of bread-
crumbs, He counld not depend unpon the
chifforiniers, however, for a supply, 8o he
made an arrangement with the cooks and
scullions of the schools and colleges and con-
vents; and one morning he posted himself in
the centre of the Hulles (great market), sur-
ronnded with baskets full of bread.crumbs,
and round bis bhat he placed in large letters
the following annonncement: — ** Bread-
crumbs for sale!” The hit was tremendons:
big trede incressed, and presently, growing
asmbitions, and ascertaining the wants of
the cooks, he determined to turn bread-
ernmb manufacturer, and sold them two
sous cheaper than mny one else. We
quote from Mr. Bimmonds' work the
sequel of this singnlar induostry:—‘‘He saw
that in the bread be received there were two
sorts, the good and the baud., He had thonglt
of separating them, but then he found the

rofit wonld not compensate for the tronbls,
Elo determined to invent a new indastry; he
made eroutes au pot. Stranger, if yon ever
go to Parla, never order soupe au pain au
erouton, except at the Trois Frerea, Oafa de
Paris, or Vefours, All comes from the
Jabrigue of Chapellier, from the ehifonnier's
basket, the college sorap-buskeat, the convent
slop-tub. He has established, mear the
Barrier Saint Jacques, ovens which never
cool, and from whence thousands of ponnds
of bread sre daily poured forth to be sold as
erumbs or orusts. A large nnmber of men,
women, and obildren are baay piling and
grating the merchandise as it comes out of
the oven. The carbonized pieces anl sorap-
ings are pounded, sifted throngh silk sioves,
and #old to the perfumers to make tooth.
powder. Nothing is more onrions than the
warehouses of Le Pere Chspallier. They
are immense buildings, where monotaing of
bread are received every minnte, Workmen
separaie these pieces; on the right are those
redestived for man, on the left those
destined for rabbits. Wonderful order and
cleanliness sre everywhere visible, Young
girls make up of eroutes au pot,

after weighing them, obildren fill large boxes
with the M powder.” "
